When in the vicinity of While Ponds,
about 17 miles this side of Aiken, the
boiler of the locomotive exploded,
which caused the instantaneous death
of Mr. Philip Scholle, the Engineer,
and the two Firemen in attendance,
viz: Frederick Krusc and B. Brother.
The bodies of these unfortunate men
were thrown some distance from the
track, and were dreadfully mutilaled.
The (toiler head was found about 400
yards distant from the scene of dis-

aster.
